Bhenk, Jr., York, and Cletus J. G od­ 
frey, owner of the Coyle Freignt 
lines Mrs. M artin was seeking dam ­ 
ages suffered in an accident last 
May I when a Coyle truck driven 
by Shenk smashed into Hie M artin 
car near Bonneauville, Mrs. M ar­ 
tin 's husband. George W. M artin, 
and another daughter. 10-year-old 
Yvenna, were fatally injured in the 
accident. Mrs. M artin and the two 
surviving daughters were injured. 
The settlem ent provides $8,766 68 
for Mrs. M artin; $6.286 67 for Ro­ 
m ayne and $2.966 07 for Jeanette. 
The lum p figures in each case rep­ 
resent the ..hare of each in the dam ­ 
ages to the car. the loss due to 
death of the father ami sister, and 
medical 
expenses, 
disfigurem ents 
and oilier results of the accident. 
Sm ith Paroled 
Named as guardian for the two 
girls was the Gettysburg National 
bank. Dr Bruce N. Wolff, surgeon 
at the W arner hospital, appeared 
before the court to testify as to Gut 
extent of injuries to the two girls 
and Mrs, M artin and the results a t 
present of the injuries as determ in­ 
ed by a physical exam ination this 
m orning. Romayne will bear a scar 
for the rest of her life on the fore­ 
head as a result of the accident. 
Doctor WolfT testified, while Mrs, 
M artin will possibly be handicapped 
as a result of a wrist Injury if she 
plans to return to her form er po­ 
sition as a machine stitcher.

In sentencing Sm ith the court 
pointed out th a t "it is alm ost im­ 
possible to figure out how much 
w^s taken, how much was given 
back and how much is still owed. 
As a result, if you actually owe Mr. 
Moose less than the $150 you have 
to pay him back then consider it an 
additional fine. If it was more than 
$150 then you are getting the best 
of it." The costs and the $150 are 
to be paid in monthly installm ents.

W ith England 
standing alone, here was a man who 
uttered word* with more drive and 
determination to them than a full 
sky of enemy bombing planes and 
acres of advancing armies, lik e 
Gibraltar he stood, with Freedom 
at his back. and hordes of fiendish 
aggressors before hts very eyes, with 
not a trace of fear In either of those1 
eyes. 
But today Winston Churchill sits, 
or stands, in his long white smock, 
painting pictures in the Florida sun­ 
shine.
